She was the eightieth cow on 
the records of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica to produce above 1000 lbs. butterfat in 365 days, the 
57th cow to produce over 30,000 Ibs. milk and the 28th 
cow to appear on both lists. There are two additional 
30,000-lb. cows on the books of the Holstein-Friesian <As- 
sociation of Canada with over 1,000 lbs. fat to their credit. 
The figures for Silda Creamelle Johanna are given as 
30,567 Ibs. milk, 1,006.11 lbs. fat, equivalent to 1257.63 lbs. 
butter. She was bred and is owned by Baker Farm, 
Rockingham, New Hampshire, and concerning the test, 
Mr. C. C. Laughton, manager, writes: 

“Silda began her year rather thin in flesh she 
dropped twin calves May 5, 1923, and started off a little 
slow, but gained steadily, averaging a fraction over 101 
Ibs. milk a day for the months of June and July.

“Her highest day’s milk production was on June 23, 
when she milked 110.7 lbs. The conditions under which 
this test was made were very similar to when she made 


the 305-day world’s record of 23,062.1 lbs. milk and 1,007.73 
Ibs. butter as a senior four-year-old. 

“She ran in the pasture with the herd all through the 
hot summer months and had for green feed oats, peas and 


some sweet corn. During the winter months, she had 
for roughage mixed clover and some alfalfa hay. The 
succulent feed consisted of ensilage and beet pulp. She 


also consumed about twenty-five pounds of beets: per day 
the last five months of her test. 

“Her grain consisted entirely of the Eastern States 
Dairy Ration, about 24 pounds per day. She received only 
ordinary attention, as our herdsman, Elwin Flanders, who 
milked and cared for her, also milked and cared for seven 
or eight others during this period, besides other barn 
work. 

“She was never off her feed and finished her vear milk- 
ing around 77 lbs. per day and in much better flesh than 
when she started. I believe, had Silda freshened during 
the fall months in good condition, she would have greatly 
exceeded this year’s work. 


“Her last service date was December 31, 1923. Un- 
fortunately, her sire is dead. We have three of her 
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daughters; the first made 22.25 lbs. butter, 547.9 Ibs. milk 
in 7 days as a junior two-year-old. 

“The second has made a very creditable showing, not 
yet reported, for 7 days as a junior two-year-old and is now 
running on A. R. 8S. O. The third and last is a very 
promising junior yearling by one of the sons of Colantha 
Johanna Lad. 

“We believe we have in Silda one of the greatest cows 
of the breed.”

Much can be done, however, in the time re 
maining and breeders who show at even a county fair will 
find themselves well repaid for all the effort they can put 
forth from now on to improve the condition of their 
animals. It counts not only in the ring during the actual 
judging but also in the value of your display as an agent 
of favorable publicity for your herd and for the breed 
There is no surer way of getting a reputation as a breeder 
of good cattle than to go out and win in hot show ring 
competition. There is also no more effective way in which 
you can help to promote the interests of our breed than 
to do your part in getting out a really representative 
Holstein exhibit at your own fair. 

Our Association is most liberal in its financial support, 
spending about $20,000 a year as added prize money in 
the regular classes at the state and district shows. With 
this additional money available, along with the premiums 
offered by the fair societies, there is considerable induce 
ment for Holstein showing from a direct financial stand- 
point, and our breeders should show their appreciation of 
the liberal policy of the National Association by coming 
out in goodly numbers with their cattle. Commencing 
with this issue, we will present each week a calendar of 
the leading fairs of the U. S. and Canada. We also pre 
sent the report of the Prize Committee, concerning the 
amounts of prize money offered by these fairs. This in 
formation should be helpful in making up show ring cir 
cuit schedules.

Concerning Retest Guarantees 


N OUR issue of June 7, we presented a brief discussion 
of tuberculosis retest guarantees, referring particularly 
to the guarantee given by Dutchland Farms in connec- 
tion with their sale, in which a'l red tape in the matter 
of isolation of purchases was eliminated. In that editorial, 
we asked for a discussion of the subject and in response 
to the request, we have the following communication from 
William R. Gillette & Sons, well known breeders at 
Fostoria, lowa: 

“We note in veur issue of June 7, that you quote the 

Dutehland Farm retest guarantee with evident approval 

It is quite beyond dispute that the lack of a _ retest 

guarantee or at least of a satisfactory one has resulted 

in more eriticism of public sales than any other factor, 

unless it be that of poor individuality. There is one 

thing about the Dutehland guarantee that should be 

improved: ‘In case no lesions are found the shall 

be born by the purchaser.’ Now, if we are going to

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accept the T. B. test at all, why not do so without 

quibbling? Where herds are under Federal Supervision, 

a test by the Federal people or a veterinarian approved 

by them should be sufficient. This guarantee made 

sounds like a ‘Lodge reservation’ and will be ‘S8 Sub- 

ject to adverse criticism if the following is omitted: 

‘and then only in the event that tubercular lesions are 

found upon post mortem In case no lesions are found, 

the loss shall be borne by the purchaser.’ "’ 

Mr. Gillette raises a fair question. It is substantially 
this: Should the seller or the buyer be responsible for the 
percentage of error that exists in connection with the 
tuberculin test? In other words, if I sell an animal that 
is free from tuberculosis and she is condemned on retest 
and slaughtered, should I pay for the error of the retest 
or should the purchaser be responsible? 

Stating it another way, if | have sold you an animal 
that is free from tuberculosis, should I be required to 
refund the purchase price because she reacts at a later 
test under conditions that | cannot control? When you 
attempt to prescribe those conditions in sufficient detail] 
to cover the situation adequately, do you not at once 
provide a loophole through which the seller who is inclined 
to evade his responsibility can crawl in the majority of 
cases? , 

The Richmond National 
persal both used a somewhat different form of retest 
guarantee. These guarantees provided that the animal 
must be quarantined, isolated and kept in a separate place, 
with certain other provisions regarding conditions at the 
time of test, care, ete., and gave the seller the option, if 
an animal reacted on the retest, of taking it back at the 
full purchase price or of slaughtering and refunding the 
purchase price less the amount of salvage, without regard 
fo whether or not lesions were found upon post mortem. 
The Brentwood Sale and the earlier sales in the National 
Cooperative Series all set forth the conditions of quaran- 
and provided that in the event no lesions 
were found the purchaser should stand the los

Following Beaten Paths 


WO fishermen walk atong beside a stream It is 
7 diffieu't moving, for the underbrush is thick and 

taneled and. filled with thorns One finds a_ path 
where other fishing people have beaten down the bushes 
and undergrowth. What relief? He follows this. It leads 
to the stream. He drops his line in—catches nothing and 
goes on. All day he follows the path—all day he fishes 
where others have fished. He catches nothing, and is 
disgusted. At night he meets his partner who has pushed 
through the undergrowth, making his way to the stream 
in new places, and has a basket filled with fish. It’s 
easier to take the beaten paths, but the successful man 
walks apart from the crowd 

The excuse of the man who is not making progress 
is that “He is doing the best he can under the conditions,” 
but if he is not getting ahead—if every year he is not 
coming nearer to what he wants—it is because he is fol- 
lowing beaten paths. 

Ninety-five per cent of the men who buy herd 
wait until they need one, then rush out to buy one ready 
for service. They don’t know it, but they are following 
beaten paths. The successful breeder selects his herd 
sire when the general demand is lightest. As a result he 
get a better bull at a lower price. 

Some peop'te have potatoes to sell in the seasons when 
potatoes are high in price. Some people have real estate 
to sell when the demand is greatest. But the ordinary 
man has potatoes to sell when prices are low, and is bur- 
dened with real estate because he can’t sell it. The reason 
is that the ordinary man follows the beaten path. The 
other fellow finds out what people are doing genera!ly and 
he does something e'se. He puts in more potatoes after 
a year when they don’t sell, simply because he knows 
most of the others won’t do that. He buys real estate 
just when almost everybody else wants to get rid of his: 
and he buys a herd sire during the season when demand 
is lowest. 

This is practically all the difference between “just or 
dinary existing” and getting ahead. You can find out to 
which class you belong by asking yourself this set of 
questions:

When will I look up a herd sire? 

(If your answer is—‘Oh next Fall will be the time 
when I’m not so busy,” you belong to the “beaten path 
gang.” You will start out just when 95 per cent of the 
preeders start, you will buy one of the “left over” bulls 
and you will pay all the bull is worth.) 

NOW you have your choice between a great many 
good bulls. All these will be gone before Fall to the sue- 
cessful 5 per cent. If you say, “I’m too busy now,” you 
are following beaten paths. If you sit down this very 
day and line up your next herd sire, you can depend upon 
it you will buy a better one than the luckiest member of 
the “beaten path gang” will ever see.—Carnation Milk 
Farm News.

UR cover illustration this week is of especial interest 
() in view of the outstanding results of the recent 
- Erickson Dispersal Sale. This picture shows Ormsby 
Sensation Abbekerk 635469, the first daughter of Ormsby 
Sensation to make a long-time record at Beaver Dam Stock 
Farm. This bull is a son of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer 
cedes 37th and out of his famous daughter, Wisconsin 
Fobes 5th, who sold for $6,500 in the Erickson sale. 
Ormsby Sensation Abbekerk, from her picture, carries the 
typical conformation of this family and her production 
is quite in keeping. Freshening at the age of 2 years, 
8 months, she made a 7-day record of 25.26 Ibs. butter, 
575.2 Ibs. milk, the butter record being seventh highest 
and the milk record second highest in the past year. She 
sets a new world’s record for her age in the ten months’ 
division with a production of 20,564 Ibs. milk, 858.08 Ibs. 
butter. The milk record also won first prize for the year. 
Incidentally, she carried a calf 241 days of the ten months’ 
test. which makes the showing all the more remarkable. 
In fact, she was bred so early that she freshened again 
within the year, but was carried on test for 344 days, 
making 21,854.5 lbs. milk, 907.89 Ibs. butter, the milk rank 
ing fourth and the butter record tenth. She thus receives 
credit for ninety-four points in the 1923-24 Honor Lists, 
which is more than one other animal in that list has to 
her credit for a single lactation. Ormsby Sensation Abbe- 
kerk was one of the heiefer calves purchased by Mr. 
Schmid in Minnesota at the time he selected Ormsby 
Sensation as his herd sire. None of the heifers of his 
own breeding out of Ormsby Korndyke Lad dams have 
not yet freshened, but they are described as even more 
promising that this world’s champion was at their ages.

The biggest impetus ever given the dairy program in 
the St. Joe Valley was staged June 7, at the O'denburg 
Farms, near South Bend, Indiana.

Following this 
ession an excellent dairy lunch, featuring barbecued baby 
Holstein beef, with cheese, milk and ice cream as other 
important items on the menu, was served to over five 
hundred people. The afternoon crowd brought the at- 
tendance up to nearly 675. The afternoon program, in 
charge of County Agent E. C. Bird, was featured by in- 
teresting papers and addresses. R. L. Hammond, of 
Indianapolis, read a paper on the Value of Milk as a Food: 
Leo Van Hess, president of the cow testing association 
and a Holstein breeder, gave in a most interesting manner 
his experiences in the production of milk, using as his 
subject “The Care of Cows and Milk on the Farm.” Mr. 
Van Hess is producing grade A raw milk with just ordi- 
nary farm equipment and it is his contention that the man 
counts for more than the equipment. The _ principal 
speaker of the day was Prof. W. M. Washburn of Minn- 
esota, who talked for forty minutes on the products of 
milk. .Following this address, a very interesting outdoor 
program of contests was carried out. This included a con- 
test of guessing the milk production of two cows, a judg- 
ing contest to judge the weights of four dairy animals, a 
guessing contest for the age of heifers, a milking contest, 
boys’ calf club judging, and perhaps the most amusing of 
al!, a Hog Calling contest. Fifteen boys were enrolled in 
an essay contest and a contest formembershipin the Hol- 
stein Association was started.

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DAIRYMEN’S LEAGUE HOLDS AN- 
NUAL MEETING 


The Fifth Annual Meeting of the 
Dairymen’s League Cooperative Asso- 
ciation, Inc., was held at Utica, New 
York, June 19, with over two thou- 
sand farmers in attendance. Of these, 
690 were accredited delegates elected 
from local units. The report of the 
treasurer, Chester Young, showed 
gross sales for all products during the 
past year $75,131,869.50. The Associa- 
tion has over $3,057,000 cash in the 
pank; its plants and equipment, after 
charging off depreciation and mort- 
gages, are valued at $5,872,690.83, and 
other assests are given amounting to 
over $8,994,000. President Slocum, in 
his annual address, reported that in 
spite of chaotie conditions in the milk 
industry, the League had, during the 
past year, paid an increase of twenty 
cents per hundred pounds in the gross 
pool price; had made an increase of 
92% cents in the average cash dis- 
tribution to members, and had made 
a substantial decrease in the adminis- 
trative charges. 

The principal address of the day 
was by John D. Miller, vice-president 
of the organization, who talked for an 
hour and a half on League problems. 
fe explained in detail the attitude of 
League administration toward the 
Committee of fifteen. His first ob- 
jection was to the general make-up of 
the Committee itself, with but three 
members from the pooling organiza- 
tion and twelve from the non-pooling 
organizations. He objected to the 
Committee assuming any function of 
a price-recommending nature on the 
ground, first, that it was illegal and 
not permitted under the anti-trust law 
and, second, that it was unworkable 
because none of the organizations rep- 
resented had authority to definite con- 
tracts to sell the milk of their mem- 
bers. He stated that the League can- 
not and will not be a party to any 
agreement with any other concern op- 
erating in the New York market to 
raise the price of milk. His further 
statement that the scramble for the 
New York fluid market can never be 
ended until the inducements for price 
cutting are ended through the pooling 
of all milk, was greeted with great ap- 
plause. It was evident from the spon- 
taneous demonstration given Judge 
Miller at the close of his address that 
the membership of the Dairymen’s 
League as represented in this meet- 
ing, stands squarely back of the 
League administration and its policies. 
This loyalty was again expressed in a 
resolution presented by the Resolu- 
tions Committee and unanimously 
adopted, expressing approval of the 
directors and officers for their effic- 
ient work, commending their efforts 
to sell more milk in fluid form and op- 
posing the raising of the fluid price 
above the point that the New York 
market will maintain. The Resolu- 
tions Committee also presented resolu- 
tions in memory of the late Albert 
Manning, who was secretary of the or- 
ganization from its inception until the 
time of his death; declaring for a tar- 
iff on dairy products high enough to 
express the difference in cost of pro- 
duction due to the higher standard 
of living in this country; and reaffirm- 
ing their belief in the principles of co- 
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operative marketing and cooperative 
purchasing. 

The directors of the Dairymen’s 
League Cooperative Association are 
elected from local districts in ad- 
vance of the annual convention. The 
new Board of Directors met at the 
Hotel Utica on June 20, and elected 
officers for the year 1924-25 as fol- 
lows: president, G. W. Slocum, Mil- 
ton, Pa.; first vice-president, J. D. 
Miller, Susquehanna, Pa.; second 
vice-president, John D. Smith, Walton, 
N. Y.; secretary, J. A. Coulter, Wood- 
ville, N. Y.; treasurer, Chester Young, 
Napanoch, N. Y.; Executive Commit- 
tee: Paul Smith, Newark Valley, N. 
Y.; W. U. Rixford, Wellsville, N. Y.; 
Fred H. Sexauer, Auburn, N. Y., and 
J. A. Coulter, Woodville, N. Y. Pres- 
ident Slocum is ex-officio member of 
the Committee and acts as chairman.

To reach the farm, go out Old York Road from Philadelphia, directly past Hatboro to Jamison, turn right at 
Jamison corner for one mile then left for one-half mile and follow stone road right into farm yard. Nearest rail- 
road Station is Grenoble on the Philadelphia & Reading Railroad. 

Grenoble Station is on the Reading Railroad and about one mile from the Farm, but to view the farm it would 
be advisable to go to Doylestown, Pa., on the Reading Railroad and hire a car, as there is no taxi service from the 
Grenoble Station.

THE OSCAR L. DUNLAP DISPERSAL 


In order to devote more time to the raising of Ancona chickens, Oscar 
L. Dunlap dispersed his splendid herd of purebred Holsteins on June 14, at 
the farm just outside Junction City, Oregon.

A WASHINGTON DISTRICT SALE 


The Holstein breeders of Thurston County, Washington, resorted to the 
breeders’ sale plan of getting some new females in their district. There has 


been a demand for registered animals by all dairymen in this community 
and most herds already have purebred sires. Their suggestion to have the 
breeders of the Chimacum Valley in Jefferson County consign a number of 


females to be sold in their midst and resulted with the 
sale of 21 head, June 10 at Olympia. 

The sale was sponsored by the County Holstein Association with the as- 
sistance of E. B. Stookey the County Agent and A. E. Donaldson of Chehalis, 
who he!tped list the animals and acted as sales manager. There was a good 
crowd of buyers and the bidding was brisk during the entire sale. The animals 
brought an average of $166.97 from a $6,845 total. All of the consignors were 
well satisfied with the prices paid and none of the buyers seemed to feel that 
they were forced to pay unfair figures to get the animals. 

The top animal was Quidee Mechthilde Newman Wayne, an animal con- 
signed by Thos. Yarr and was sold to James Carstairs, Jr., of Elma for $335. 
She was a four-year-old and a granddaughter of Chimacum Wayne Boon and 
has been bred to Cascade Korndyke Ormsby Blossom. The cow was expected 
tc freshen soon after date of sale. 

In the Hugh Nisbet consignment were 12 daughters of Segis Pontiac 
Beets, his herd sire, who was shown at the sale as a reference sire. Hugh 
had only recently sold the bull to John Luscher of Fairview Oregon. A full 
sister to this animal held the world’s record for milk and butterfat as a 
senior two-year-old. There were 20 animals in the Nisbet consignment which 
comprising his entire herd since he is quitting the dairy and will devote his 
time to other interests. 

The Yarr Brothers, who made up the third consignment, brought out 12 
head of females among which was Della Wayne Newman. Here was an 
excellent individual with a record of 575 pounds of butter as a 2-year-old and 
carried a calf 240 days during the test period.

Segis Walker Matador is, as most 
of you know, a full brother to Mata- 
dor Segis Walker. He is sired by 
King Segis 10th and out of Matador 
Twisk Minette 4th. He was born 
something over a year later’ than 
Matador Segis Walker and went into 
a small herd where he might have 
remained, but for the fact that the 
performance of his half sister, Segis 
Pietertje Prospect, and the records 
of the daughters of his full brother, 
Matador Segis Walker, caused the 
Carnation Milk Farms’ manager to 
believe that Segis Walker Matador 
wou'd be a bul! worth owning. The 
Carnation Farms not only purchased 
Segis Walker Matador but secured 
quite a number of his daughters. This 
was only two years ago, but during 
these two years Segis Walker Mata- 
dor has climbed to a place among the 
great transmitting sires of the breed. 

Blue Book Comparison 

To know any Holstein bull well, 
one must refer to the Holstein-Fries- 
ian Advanced Registry Year Book, 
and you may be surprized to learn 
that among the 6844 Holstein bulls 
whose daughters have been tested, 
scarcely any show as great a percent- 
age of high producing daughters as 
Segis Walker Matador, whose active 
career began but two years ago. 

Segis Walker Matador has seven- 
teen daughters tested to date. Every 
one of these are heifers, yet only two 
of the seventeen have records under 
20 lbs. of butter in 7 days at the 
present time.

19.34 lbs. of butter in 7 days. All 
the tested daughters of Segis Walker 
Matador average 24.64 lbs. of butter

Yearly Work 

Not many 3-year-o!ld heifers make 
1000-lb. records on three-fourths of an 
udder, such as. the record just com- 
pieted by Canary Pontiac Matador. 
Only seven junior 3-year-olds of the 
Holstein breed have made _ records 
over 1116.7 lbs. of putter, the record 
made by Aaggie Matador, another 


daughter of Segis Walker Matador. 


The highest record yet made by a 
daughter of Segis Walker Matador 
is 1159 lbs. produced by Countess 
Matador Segis as a senior 3-year-old. 
The greatest year record ever in prog- 
ress by a daughter of Segis Walker 
Matador is now being made by Bella 
Veeman Segis Matador. She is on 
test as a 4-year-old and she has pro- 
duced 13,196 lbs. of milk and 559.58 
Ibs. of butter in a little over four 
months. Four months is one-third of 
a year. If we should multiply the 
above figure by three it would give us 
a year record of 39,588 lbs. of milk 
and 1678.74 lbs. of butter. Of course 
we don’t expect her to make any such 
record, but she is still producing 100 
Ibs. of milk a day. 

There are two other year record 
daughters of Segis Walker Matador. 


record was made with three-fourths of an udder. 


One, Belle Walker Pauline Paul, has 
1027.44 lbs. of butter in a year, and 
the other, Phoebe Veeman Lilith 
Walker, has 859.51 Ibs. of butter in 
a year. Observe then, that (exclu- 
sive of the greatest year record of 
all which is now in progress) five 
daughters of Segis Walker Matador 
have now been tested for a year. All 
of these have produced over 20,000 
Ibs. of milk in a year, and al! but 
one have produced over 1000 Ibs. of 
butter in a year—all records being 
made in heifer form. Exclusive of the 
greatest record of all, now in progress 
the entire list of year record daugh- 
ters of Segis Walker Matador tested 
to date average 23,418.2 lbs. of milk 
and 1036.05 lbs. of butter.

The reason for this opinion is as 
follows: In the Carnation herd is a 
cow, Aaggie Cornie Johanna. A very 
short time ago she made a 7-day 
record of over 33 lbs. of butter in 7 
days. A very short time ago she made 
1023.67 lbs. of butter in 305 days (ten 
nronths). Her oldest daughter sired 
by Segis Walker Matador is Countess 
Matador Segis. Countess Matador Se- 
gis made 32.10 lbs. of butter in 7 days 
and 1159.48 lbs. of butter in a year 
as a senior 3-year-old, and as a senior 
3-year-old she had two year records 
that averaged 22.425 Ibs. of milk and 
1014.24 lbs. of butter. 

The second daughter of Aaggie 
Cornie Johanna (also sired by Segis 
Walker Matador) is Aaggie Matador, 
whom you remember made 25,453.9 Ibs. 
of milk and 1116.7 ibs. of butter in a 
year as a junior 3-year-old. This is 
one of the eight greatest records ever 
made by a junior 3-year-old. 

The third daughter of Aaggie 
Cornie Johanna is Aaggie Johanna 
Matador. She too is sired by Segis 
Walker Matador and she is a better 
individual and has a better udder than 
either of her two older sisters. We 
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have our eye on this heifer. She has 
not yet been given an opportunity on 
year test. She is not being crowded; 
put if past performance, type, breed- 
ing, and nick in breeding mean any- 
thing, this should pe not only the 
greatest daughter of Segis Walker 
Matador but one of the greatest Hol- 
stein cows of the breed. 
Matador Segis Walker 

We are now going to take your 
preath away by informing you that 
212 of the daughters. of Matador Se- 
gis Walker are still heifers. You have 
read so much about Matador Segis 
Walker and his daughters that you 
probably thought you would know 
them all by name if you ever met 
them. The Carnation Farms don’t 
do much year testing of heifers and 
have not for the past three years. 
Those they do test are milked twice 
or three times a day as a rule merely 
to develop them. So if you feel well 
acquainted with the daughters of Mat- 
ador Segis Walker you will be sur- 
prized to learn that you really haven’t 
heard much of anything about the ma- 
jority of them. All his world record 
daughters, and 1000-lb. daughters and 
30-lb. daughters reported up to this 
time, are now full aged cows, but 
there are 212 daughters of Matador 
that are not among these and that 
have scarcely been mentioned as yet. 


Another 30-lb. Daughter 

Among the latest of Matador’s 
daughters to reach full age is Carna- 
tion Matador. You need no introduc- 
tion to this cow. She broke the world’s 
record for 305 days as a senior year- 
ling heifer, then she went to the Pa- 
cific International Exposition and was 
made grand champion. She made 
18 lbs. in 7 days as a yearling, 23 lbs. 
as a senior 2-year-old, 29 lbs. as a 
4-year-old, and now has made 30.06 
Ibs. of butter in 7 days at full age. 


A 34lb. Daughter 

The last daughter of Matador to 
freshen at full age is Carnation Mata- 
dor Maiden. At the age of 5 years and 
26 days this cow has just made a rec- 
ord of 34.18 lbs. of butter in 7 days 
from 551 Ibs. of milk. 

And Two More 

We get so interested watching the 
progress of the cows on year test 
that we neglect to follow the 7-day 
records. Carnation Matador Duchess, 
a daughter of Matador, born April 28, 
1919, made a record of 30.43 Ibs. of 
butter some time ago. 

We now enter the list of the 212 
heifers mentioned above. Carnation 
Matador Orilla Korndyke, born April 
19, 1920, (one of the oldest of the 212) 
recently freshened, making 600.5 Ibs. 
of milk containing 30.67 lbs. of butter 
in 7 days. This gives Matador Segis 
Walker a total of 9 daughters that 
have produced over 30 lbs. of butter 
in 7 days. He has eleven daughters 
that have produced over 29 lbs. of but- 
ter in 7 days; fifteen over 27 lbs. of 
butter in 7 days; thirty-one over 24 
Ibs. of butter in 7 days and seventy 
over 20 ibs. in 7 days. 

Year Record Daughters 

Since the Carnation Farms have 
been making a special effort to test 
the more mature cows, and since the 
majority of the Matador daughters 
that had reached maturity had been 
tested comparatively few of his daugh- 
ters were given an opportunity in the 
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year test barn until about ten months 
ago. At that time twenty of his 
daughers that had reached maturity 
had had some opportunity at 365-day 
test at one time or another. Of 
these twenty, six were tested at full 
age averaging 25,515 lbs. of milk and 
1062.25 lbs. of butter; six had been 
tested as 3-year-olds and eight as two- 
year-olds. The latter averaged 19,911.7 
lbs. of milk and 816.1 lbs. of butter. 
Up to date these twenty and four 
more 2-year-olds (two of which have 
made over 21,000 Ibs. of milk and 830 
lbs. of butter, the four averaging 18,- 
943 lbs. of milk and 752.8 lbs. of but- 
ter) comprise Matador’s complete list 
of 365-day record daughters. In this 
group one has made 1289 lbs. of but- 
ter, three have made over 1165 Ibs. 
of butter, five over 1000 lbs; eight 
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over 900 lbs; and sixteen over eight 
hundred lbs. 
Now On Test 

During the past ten months a num- 
ber of daughters of Matador have 
freshened as mature cows or as 4-yr.- 
olds, so there are more now on year 
test than at any one time in a number 
of years. 

Among those now on year test is 
Carnation De Kol with 20,832 Ibs. of 
milk and 908.14 lbs. of butter in the 
first 304 days: Carnation Lizzie Segis 
Walker with 22,038 lbs. of milk and 
918 lbs. of butter in the first 326 
days; Winnefred Hengerveld Walker 
with 18,453 lbs. of milk and 828.89 Ibs.

Minnesota Holstein Notes 
By ROBERT GEIGER, State Secretary 


The Purebred Sire Campaign 


HE Watonwan County, Minnesota, 
T Purebred Sire Campaign recent- 
ly completed, resulted in plac- 
ing 84 purebred sires; this making 
Watonwan County the second high- 
est—Blue Earth County still being in 
the lead with 106 sold. The total 
number of counties now covered in 
the state is 10, and the total number 
of bulls placed is 660; making an av- 
erage in each county of 66. Of the 
total number placed up to the pres- 
ent time, 47 per cent are Holsteins, 
26 per cent Shorthorns, 25 per cent 
Guernseys, and the balance distrib- 
uted among the other dairy and beef 
breeds. 
The big demand, however, in the 
counties that have been covered is 
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for dairy sires, as practically all the 
Shorthorns that are placed are of the 
dairy type. Of the 84 bulls placed in 
Watonwan County, 43 of them are Hol- 
steins, 23 Guernseys, 14 Shorthorns, 
3 Herefords and one Red Poll, dem- 
onstrating not only the rating of the 
various breeds in the state, but it 
also demonstrates the tendency to- 
ward dairying throughout the North- 
west. 

The County campaign was under 
the management of T. C. Norman of 
Lake Crystal, and was very efficiently 
handled: the salesmen working under 
him being T. F. White of Lakeville, 
M. M. Gillilan of Hamel, and R. J. 
Morris of Butterfield. 

A series of eight meetings were 
held in connection with the campaign, 
and starting with the booster meeting 
at St. James at which there was an 
attendance of 150, the interest con- 
tinued throughout the other meet- 
ings, and attendance being as follows: 
Odin 125, Butterfield 60, Madelia 60, 
LaSalle 150, St. James Twp. 120, Dar- 
fur 100, Lewisville 150.
